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The  Bulletin  has  been  asked  to  publish  the  following  announcement 
by  Judge  Edmund  R.  Dewing,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees: 


"The  appointment  of  Dean  Frederick  C.  Ferry  of  Bradford  Junior  College  to 
the  Pine  Manor  presidency  (announced  in  the  fall  Bulletin ) will  fill  the  vacancy 
created  by  the  resignation  last  spring  of  Dr.  Alfred  T.  Hill,  who  resigned  to 
devote  his  full  time  to  the  Development  Program.  Until  Mr.  Ferry  assumes  the 
presidency  on  July  1,  Pine  Manor  is  being  administered  by  an  Interim  Committee. 

"As  Pine  Manor  alumnae  know,  each  of  the  Dana  Hall  Schools  is  semi-auton- 
omous with  its  own  head:  Mrs.  Alnah  Johnston  of  Dana  Hall,  Mrs.  Ida  Belle 
Hegemann  of  Dana  Junior,  and  Miss  Phyllis  Scoboria  of  Tenacre  Country  Day 
School. 

"With  the  completion  of  the  first  phase  of  the  fund-raising  program,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  in  January  accepted  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Hill  as  Director  of  the 
Dana  Hall  Schools.  The  trustees  wish  to  inform  the  alumnae  that  the  Building 
Fund  Campaign  is  progressing  satisfactorily,  and  that  there  is  every  indication 
that,  with  the  present  organization,  it  will  continue  to  a successful  conclusion.”

The  Alumnae  Board  wishes  to 
thank  alumnae,  parents,  and 
friends  of  the  College  for  their 
prompt,  generous  support  which 
has  made  it  possible  to  begin  con- 
struction of  the  Pine  Manor 
Alumnae  Library  and  Art  Center. 


The  Library-Art  Center,  when  com- 
pleted, will  cost  about  $335,000. 
Alumnae  have  subscribed  almost  $47,- 
000,  and  parents  and  friends,  $35,- 
000.  With  additional  contributions 
from  other  sources,  the  total  comes  to 
about  one-third  of  the  amount  needed. 

Upon  authorization  from  the  trus- 
tees, excavation  was  started  just  before 
the  students  left  for  Christmas  holi- 
days. As  the  Bulletin  goes  to  press, 
the  foundation  is  partially  poured.  If 
the  present  rate  of  progress  continues, 
there  is  the  possibility  that  the  build- 
ing will  be  ready  for  use  by  the  open- 
ing of  college  next  fall  — certainly 
before  the  snow  flies. 

The  Pine  Manor  Development 
Program  has  inspired  the  establish- 
ment of  a Pine  Manor  Alumnae  Fund, 
a plan  whereby  alumnae  may  partici- 
pate in  the  development  of  the  College 
through  annual  voluntary  contributions 
to  their  Alumnae  Association.  The 
Alumnae  Fund  Council,  working  with 
the  Alumnae  Board  and  through  the 
alumnae  secretary,  will  launch  Pine 
Manor’s  first  alumnae  fund  campaign 
this  year. 

Besides  the  wide-spread  fund,  in- 
terest in  the  Development  Program 
has  led  to  the  formation  of  regional 
groups  across  the  country.  Pine  Manor 
alumnae  and  parents  have  undertaken 
projects,  arranged  social  gatherings, 
chaired  committees,  and  in  many  ways 
used  their  time  and  efforts  to  promote 
this  cause.

The  Role  of  a 
Modern  College  Library 


Every  alumna  of  Pine  Manor  Junior  College  whose  interest  in  her  Alma  Mater 
still  continues  would  have  Joined  enthusiastically  in  the  spontaneous  outburst  of 
applause  at  the  recent  Christmas  party  in  West  lea,  when  Dr.  Hill  assured  the 
assetnbled  students  that  they  were  to  receive  the  gift  they  most  desired,  the  actual 
beginning  of  the  new  Pine  Manor  Alumnae  Library  and  Art  Center.  The  next 
day  surveyors  appeared  on  West  lea  hill  and  the  bulldozers  pushed  rolls  of  brown 
earth  down  toward  the  pond.  The  library  will  be  the  first  new  building  erected 
on  the  campus,  thanks  to  the  funds  donated  by  the  alumnae,  the  present  student 
body,  parents,  friends,  and  the  faculty  of  the  College. 


A library  is  the  heart  and  cultural 
center  of  a college.  By  its  at- 
tractiveness and  availability,  the  well- 
appointed  library  will  encourage  read- 
ing in  an  age  which  menaces  this  basic 
art.  A comfortably  furnished  brows- 
ing room  or  alcove,  supplied  with  a 
wide  variety  of  well -chosen  books  and 
periodicals  which  are  easily  accessible 
stimulates  reading  for  pleasure,  one  of 
the  most  rewarding  of  recreations. 
The  library  unifies  the  efforts  of  all 
departments  and  supplements  the 
work  in  every  field  of  study.  The  col- 
lege library  of  today  is  no  longer  a 
mere  collection  of  books  to  be  prized 
and  occasionally  consulted  but  is  "in- 
extricably involved  in  the  processes  of 
learning  and  teaching”  and  contributes 
effectively  to  the  whole  instructional 
program  of  the  college. 

To  work  in  a good  library,  to  be- 
come acquainted  with  its  riches  and 
the  services  it  offers  can  be  a great 
adventure.  The  texts  used  for  class 
work,  however  rich  in  content,  can 


never  be  more  than  a mere  outline,  a 
sign  post  pointing  to  the  wide  hori- 
zons beyond.  A good  library  is  a 
treasure  house,  a rich  mine,  not  only 
of  books,  but  of  varied  "materials.” 
Here  one  may  find  the  entire  works  of 
the  author  being  studied,  a wide  range 
of  books  in  related  fields,  illustrative 
plates,  periodicals,  newspapers,  pam- 
phlets, microfilms  and  photostats 
which  enable  us  to  read  books  unob- 
tainable even  with  the  aid  of  our  ex- 
cellent inter-library  loan  system.  The 
modern  library  also  supplies  listening 
rooms  where  may  be  heard  texts  not 
available  in  print,  prose  and  verse  in 
foreign  languages,  or  an  author’s  voice 
reading  his  own  works.  A screen  for 
viewing  films  supplements  these  ad- 
vantages. 

The  immediate  aims  of  our  own 
library  will  be  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  curriculum,  to  aid  each  individual 
student  in  solving  her  problems  and 
to  further  and  expand  the  individual 
interests  of  all.  Introduction  through 


recreational  or  collateral  reading  to  an 
especially  appealing  subject  or  author 
can  become  for  the  student  an  all-ab- 
sorbing interest  around  which  her 
reading  may  be  oriented  for  years  to 
come.  Life  can  never  become  dull 
when  such  an  interest  has  been  awak- 
ened. No  thrill  is  greater  than  the 
discovery  of  new  material  on  one’s 
favorite  subject  or  author.  Such  an 
interest  may  lead  the  enthusiast  to  a 
treasure  hunt  that  will  take  her  to  the 
four  corners  of  the  globe.  I should 
like  to  illustrate  this  point  by  one  of 
many  such  adventures  in  my  own 
study.  One  of  these  experiences  be- 
gan when  I had  exhausted  the  mate- 
rial available  in  the  local  library  about 
a French  author.  This  led  me  to  other 
larger  libraries  in  this  country  and 
then  to  the  British  Museum  and  to 
the  Bibliotheque  Nationale  in  Paris. 
In  France  I met  someone  who  knew 
the  author  I was  studying,  Edouard 
Estaunie,  French  novelist  and  member 
of  the  French  Academy,  and  who  gave 
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me  a letter  of  introduction  to  him. 
Estaunie  invited  me  to  come  for  an 
interview  to  a remote  little  hamlet  in 
the  Swiss  Alps  where  he  and  Madame 
Estaunie  were  vacationing.  There  I 
had  my  first  interview  with  a distin- 
guished author.  The  friendship  that 
resulted  from  the  two  unforgettable 
days  I spent  in  their  gracious  company 
opened  the  way  for  me  to  meet  such 
famous  writers  as  Paul  Valery,  Andre 
Gide,  Paul  Claudel,  Henri  de  Regnier, 
Paul  Fort,  and  many  other  poets  of  the 
same  generation.  The  friendship  of 
these  men  and  their  families  made 
every  subsequent  visit  to  France  an  im- 
measurably rich  and  delightful  experi- 
ence. 


The  junior  college  library  is  pre- 
pared to  serve  both  the  students 
who  will  terminate  their  formal  edu- 
cation after  the  two  years  of  junior 
college  and  those  who  plan  to  obtain  a 
college  degree.  For  the  former  group 
the  library,  in  addition  to  the  func- 
tions already  mentioned,  plays  a spe- 
cial role.  Here  the  student  will  learn 
what  constitutes  a good  basic  library, 
knowledge  which  will  permit  her  to 
make  use  of  the  library  in  her  home 
community  for  personal  or  civic  pur- 
poses. The  company  of  good  books 
should  inspire  further  reading  and 
study  in  the  areas  in  which  her  inter- 
est has  been  awakened.  The  pattern 
of  life  for  any  individual  is  unpre- 
dictable, and  one  must  never  under- 
estimate the  value  of  great  literature 
in  interpreting  life’s  problems  and  en- 
riching its  daily  worth. 

Among  the  fundamental  needs  of 
the  student  envisaging  further  formal 
study  in  the  four-year  college  or  uni- 
versity is  a firsthand  working  ac- 
quaintance with  a good  library  which 
provides  facilities  for  individual  and 
independent  work.  She  must  learn 
to  use  bibliographies,  English  and  for- 
eign-language dictionaries  and  ency- 
clopedias, biographical  dictionaries, 
handbooks,  catalogues  and  indexes.  It 
may  be  assumed  that  by  the  end  of  her 
junior  college  experience  she  will  have 
acquired  these  skills  and  a feeling  of 
being  at  home  among  the  books  in  her 
major  field  of  interest  as  well  as  in- 
tellectual curiosity  that  will  lead  her 
into  realms  as  yet  unexplored  by  her. 

Our  library  building  is  begun,  and 
funds  will  eventually  be  sufficient  for 
its  completion.  But  a library  is  far 
more  than  a building.  It  is  a growing 
organism  and  will  always  need  inter- 
ested, skilled  workers  and  adequate 
financial  support  to  keep  it  a vital  and 
integrated  teaching  unit  of  the  college. 
It  is  our  hope  that  many  alumnae,  par- 


ents, and  friends  will  promote  the  li- 
brary’s needs.  Many  additional  books 
are  needed  to  fill  our  immediate  re- 
quirements. In  addition  to  reading 
materials,  the  modern  library  must  also 
install  such  audio-visual  aids  as  well- 
equipped  listening  desks,  a projector, 
films,  sound  recordings,  film  strips, 
and  even  a recordak  or  microfilm  pro- 
jector. 

We  hope  that  our  library  will  even- 
tually possess  a collection  of  such  value 
that  visitors  and  scholars  will  desire 
to  use  its  facilities.  To  attract  read- 
ers from  outside  the  college  commu- 
nity as  well  as  serve  the  college  fac- 
ulty, we  must  encourage  gifts  to  our 
treasure  room,  manuscripts,  rare  books, 
first  editions,  and  other  items  ap- 
propriate for  such  a collection.  Two 
rooms  in  our  new  building  will  bear 
the  names  of  women  who  have 
made  distinguished  contributions  to 
the  college:  Clara  Torrey  Clement, 
long  the  able  head  of  the  Art  Depart- 
ment, and  Amy  Evelyn  Stewart,  for 
many  years  head  of  the  French  De- 
partment and  creator  of  the  French 
Center.  By  their  untiring  devotion  to 
the  college  and  their  skill  as  teachers, 
they  created  centers  of  learning  and 
of  life  which  have  been  of  inestimable 


value  to  the  College.  The  library  wel- 
comes gifts  for  the  Clara  Torrey 
Clement  Art  Room  and  the  Amy  Eve- 
lyn Stewart  Modern  Language  Room. 

The  building  of  a library  is  a ges- 
ture of  faith  in  the  future.  A 
library  is  a sanctuary  and  a place  of 
inspiration.  It  plays  a dual  role:  it 
provides  the  best  sort  of  recreational 
center  and  a laboratory  of  serious 
thought.  "The  most  unfortunate 
people  in  the  world,”  writes  Bennett 
Cerf,  "are  those  who  have  never 
learned  the  soul-satisfying  pleasure  of 
reading  good  books,”  and  President 
Killian  of  M.  I.  T.  recently  put  the 
importance  of  thought-provoking 
reading  in  these  terms:  "American  sur- 
vival requires  the  American  people  to 
attach  a higher  value  to  the  hard 
labor  of  rigorous  thought.” 

Generations  of  students  will  taste 
of  its  riches  and  pass,  but  the  library, 
increasing  in  stature,  will  remain,  a 
permanent  source  of  enjoyment  and 
of  wisdom,  for  in  it  will  be  preserved 
works  of  art  that  time  cannot  touch.

THE  ART  CENTER 


Exhibition  cases  in  the  first  floor  corridor  walls  will 
compel  all  who  pass  by  to  stop  and  look.  The  mate- 
rial displayed  there  will  relate  to  both  art  and  books 


The  College’s  permanently  acquired  art  objects  will 
be  displayed  and  stored  in  a small  treasure  room  ad- 
jacent to  the  main  exhibition  room  on  the  first  floor 


Thi;  growing  recognition  ot  the  importance  of  the  fine  arts 
in  contemporary  life  is  reflected  in  the  steadily  increasing  at- 
tention being  given  to  art  programs  and  courses  in  colleges 
throughout  the  United  States. 

Not  only  is  the  study  of  the  fine  arts,  both  practical  and 
academic,  of  immense  value  in  the  emotional  and  creative 
development  of  the  individual,  but  the  working  knowledge  of 
the  aesthetic  principles  of  design,  form,  and  color  are  a source 
of  great  pleasure  and  inspiration  in  daily  life.  In  addition, 
ever  expanding  vocational  opportunities  within  the  profes- 
sional art  field  are  open  to  women  today. 

Recent  graduates  of  Pine  Manor  are  now  engaged  in  ad- 
vanced art  study  at  the  Yale  School  of  Fine  Arts,  the  Rhode 
Island  School  of  Design,  Maryland  Institute,  and  the  Parsons 
School  of  Design.  Others  are  already  successfully  embarked 
on  art  careers  in  teaching,  painting,  interior  design,  fashion, 
and  stained  glass  design. 

The  need  at  Pine  Manor  for  courses  in  various  creative  art 
fields  is  graphically  illustrated  by  the  growth  of  the  number 
of  students  electing  such  courses  since  1952  when  I was  invited 
to  the  College  to  expand  existing  courses  and  introduce  new 
ones.  At  that  time  the  only  course  was  a small  class  in  paint- 
ing held  in  the  studio  at  Dana  Hall.  Today,  four  years  later, 
50  students  are  enrolled  in  the  four  creative  courses  now 
offered.  Lecture  courses  in  art  history  and  appreciation  also 
have  been  increased  with  a present  enrollment  of  46.  This 
brings  the  total  of  students  enrolled  in  either  a creative  or 
lecture  course  to  96  or  over  40  per  cent  of  the  entire  student 
body,  remarkably  high  for  a liberal  arts  college. 

In  order  to  provide  space  for  the  courses  newly  presented 
in  1952,  the  first  floor  of  Hopekirk  House  became  the  Pine 
Manor  Art  Center  with  four  studios,  a lecture  and  exhibition 
room,  and  offices.  Last  year,  to  accommodate  the  increase  in 
students,  the  lecture  and  exhibition  room  was  taken  over  by 
the  classes  in  interior  design  and  figure  drawing.  Lecture 
courses  were  transferred  to  Westlea,  and  exhibitions  were  dis- 
continued for  lack  of  appropriate  space.  This  year  I have 
given  up  my  office  to  provide  additional  studio  space  for  the 
class  in  advanced  painting.  The  present  art  center  has  out- 
grown its  facilities,  thereby  curtailing  its  activities  and  impair- 
ing its  efficiency. 

It  is  therefore  with  great  pleasure  that  we  look  forward 
to  the  new  art  center  which  will  share  with  the  library  the 
first  building  of  the  Pine  Manor  Development  Program.  Here 
will  be  found  modern  and  adequate  studio  facilities  for  exist- 
ing courses  and  those  which  we  hope  to  add  to  the  curriculum, 
a lecture  room  and  exhibition  rooms,  as  well  as  offices  and 
storage  and  work  areas. 

The  main  entrance  to  the  brick  Georgian  building  will  be 
in  the  art  center  wing.  This  was  carefully  worked  out  in 
consultation  with  the  architects  to  bring  the  many  students 
using  the  library  in  close  contact  with  the  main  exhibition 
room  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  building.  This  gallery 
will  provide  for  the  entire  College  community,  as  well  as  the 
art  students,  a most  important  aspect  of  sound  art  education 
and  appreciation  — the  opportunity  to  study  and  enjoy  at 
first  hand  exhibitions  of  noteworthy  works  of  art.  Already 
planned  are  loan  exhibitions  of  paintings  and  sculpture  both 
contemporary  and  of  the  past,  as  well  as  examples  of  the  graph- 
ic and  decorative  arts.  Lectures,  gallery  talks,  and  demonstra- 
tions will  form  a regular  part  of  the  exhibition  calendar. 

Adjacent  to  this  main  exhibition  room  will  be  the  smaller 
treasure  room  for  the  display  and  storage  of  permanently 
acquired  art  objects.  The  College  is  at  present  most  fortunate 
in  possessing  several  fine  works  of  art  to  be  placed  here.  We 
hope  that  as  alumnae  and  friends  of  the  College  learn  of  our 
treasure  room  they  may  feel  a desire  to  share  in  the  growth 
of  this  permanent  art  collection. 

Also  on  the  first  floor  the  corridor  walls  will  contain  illu- 
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The  main  exhibition  room  will  be  placed  so  that  all  students  entering  the  building  will  be  brought  into  close  contact  with 
noteworthy  paintings  and  sculpture.  The  room  also  will  make  possible  frequent  lectures,  gallery  talks,  and  demonstrations 


minated  exhibition  cases  for  the  dis- 
play of  material  relating  to  both  the 
art  center  and  library.  Here,  too,  fa- 
cilities will  include  offices  for  the  fac- 
ulty, which  will  serve  as  conference 
and  seminar  rooms.  Badly  needed  stor- 
age and  work  areas  for  students,  ex- 
hibition material,  and  equipment  will 
be  provided,  as  well  as  facilities  for 
housing  our  rapidly  increasing  slide 
collection  and  visual  aid  material. 

The  art  center  was  the  grateful 
recipient  this  past  year  of  over  2000 
slides  from  Miss  Clara  Blattner,  for- 
mer instructor  at  Pine  Manor.  These 
will  not  only  fill  in  many  gaps  in  our 
present  collection  but  add  subject  mat- 
ter hitherto  lacking. 

The  spacious  lecture  room  on  the 
ground  floor  will  be  equipped  with 
the  latest  visual  aid  equipment  for 
use  in  the  art  courses  and  also  will 
serve  as  a meeting  place  for  discussion 


groups.  Here,  too,  will  be  held  lec- 
tures by  eminent  scholars,  artists, 
and  craftsmen  as  well  as  activities  of 
other  departments  of  the  College. 

The  second  floor,  completing  the 
art  center  wing,  will  be  devoted  en- 
tirely to  studios.  Facing  north  will 
be  two  studios  for  beginning  and  ad- 
vanced painting,  equipped  with  run- 
ning water  and  built-in  storage  areas 
for  painting  equipment.  Facing  south 
are  to  be  two  similarly  equipped  stu- 
dios presently  to  be  used  for  the 
courses  in  interior  design  and  illustra- 
tion. As  other  courses  are  introduced, 
these  studios  will  accommodate  them. 

We  are  pleased  that  among  the 
many  benefits  which  the  art  center 
will  derive  from  its  close  association 
with  the  library  is  the  fact  that  the 
Clara  Torrey  Clement  Art  Room  will 
be  immediately  available  to  the  art 
students  and  faculty.  I feel  certain  that 


the  periodicals,  reference  books,  and 
extensive  illustrative  material  found 
there  will  prove  of  even  greater  value 
than  in  the  past. 

Today,  as  I write,  newly  fallen 
snow  lies  white  over  the  foundation 
of  the  new  Pine  Manor  Alumnae  Li- 
brary and  Art  Center  on  the  hillside 
above  the  pond.  A year  from  now  we 
shall  look  out  over  the  same  hillside 
from  the  tall  windows  of  the  building 
grown  from  that  foundation.  Al- 
though this  is  hard  to  believe,  the 
daily  din  of  construction  constantly 
reminds  us  that  the  work  goes  for- 
ward. 

On  behalf  of  my  colleagues  in  the 
art  center,  Miss  Olga  Sears  and  Mr. 
Rodman  Henry,  and  indeed  for  all 
those  at  Pine  Manor,  may  I extend 
our  heartfelt  gratitude  to  you,  the 
alumnae,  who  are  doing  so  much  to 
make  this  possible.

You  saw  the  plans  for  the  building 
itself  in  the  July,  1955,  issue  of  the 
Bulletin.  There  have  been  a few  im- 
provements since  then,  but  basically  it 
is  still  the  same.  Now  you  may  be 
interested  in  hearing  more  detailed 
plans  — and  hopes  — and  desires. 
After  all,  new  libraries  are  not  built 
every  season,  nor  every  year,  nor  even 
every  decade! 

"The  Clara  Torrey  Clement  Art 
Room  and  The  A.  Evelyn  Stewart 
Modern  Language  Room”  will  be 
carried  over  to  the  new  library.  It  is 
our  desire  to  have  them  attractively 
furnished  and  equipped,  and  to  have 
some  especially  fine  books  added  to 
their  shelves. 

Our  faculty  reading  room  has 
proved  very  useful  — particularly  to 
the  off-campus  instructors  — as  a 
place  to  hold  conferences  with  stu- 
dents, for  quiet  reading  and  relaxa- 
tion between  classes,  and  for  the  daily 
tasks  of  correcting  papers,  making  up 
tests,  and  preparing  lectures.  In  this 
room  we  are  gradually  building  up  a 
reference  collection  of  special  interest 
to  the  faculty.  This  is  one  more  room 
already  planned  in  the  new  building. 

At  present,  our  treasures,  such  as 
the  collection  of  first  editions  of  fa- 
mous American  women  authors,  are 
kept  in  the  faculty  reading  room. 
Naturally,  in  the  new  library  they 
will  be  in  the  treasure  room  with 
any  other  valuable  possessions  we  may 
acquire  in  the  future.  We  eventually 
hope  to  have  a copy  of  everything 
published  by  our  alumnae  and  faculty 
and  examples  of  faculty  and  alumnae 
art  work  housed  here. 

No  library  is  considered  complete 
today  without  listening  rooms.  These 
are  used  for  listening  to  musical  re- 
cordings, lectures  by  well-known  au- 
thorities, readings  by  poets,  novelists, 
or  dramatists,  and  recordings  of  un- 
available texts.  Several  machines  can 
be  set  into  one  table;  thus  each  of 
our  two  listening  rooms  will  accommo- 
date several  students.  We  must  build 
up  a varied  collection  of  recordings  to 
get  the  maximum  use  out  of  these 
rooms. 

Along  related  lines  are  microfilm 
projectors  or  machines.  It  is  now 
possible  to  borrow  or  rent  material  on 
film  when  it  is  no  longer  available  in 
printed  form.  Unless  a library  has 
one  of  these  microfilm  projectors,  it 
cannot  take  advantage  of  all  the  refer- 
ence material  which  can  be  of  great 
use  to  its  patrons. 
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that  we  should  not  limit  the  use  of 
our  library  to  our  own  college  family. 
Opening  our  doors  and  allowing  the 
use  of  special  materials  to  accredited 
members  of  the  community,  is  an 
ideal  way  of  fostering  good  will,  good 
public  relations  and  to  repay  the 
courtesies  extended  to  us  through  in- 
terlibrary' loans. 

Returning  to  the  subject  of  refer- 
ence material,  in  any  library  much 
of  the  research  must  be  done  in  both 
current  and  back  issues  of  periodicals. 
These  should  be  readily  accessible.  In 
the  new  library,  there  will  be  a peri- 
odical room  in  which  back  issues  are 
permanently  shelved,  easy  to  locate 
and  to  use.  Current  issues  are  to  be 
shelved  in  a browsing  alcove. 

A browsing  alcove  is  another  must 
in  an  up-to-date  library.  About  three 
years  ago,  we  arranged  such  an  alcove 
at  the  back  of  the  main  reading  room 
in  Brownlow.  Tiny  though  it  is,  it 
is  one  of  the  most  popular  spots  in 
the  library.  The  bay  that  is  to  be  the 
browsing  room  promises  to  be  just  as 


popular,  (if  not  more  so). 

The  architect’s  sketch  of  the  new 
building  shows  four  bays  on  the 
ground  floor  and  four  each  on  the 
two  upper  floors.  The  four  ground 
floor  bays  will  provide  the  carrels 
that,  to  quote  the  architect,  "every 
librarian  always  talks  about  and  in- 
sists on  having  included  in  any  new 
library."  That  statement  is  indeed 
true,  for  carrels  are  invaluable.  We 
have  found  that  students  prefer  to  be 
as  much  alone  as  possible  when  seri- 
ously studying.  A carrel  is  a small 
enclosure  or  alcove  in  the  stack  room 
of  a library,  designed  as  a place  for 
individual  study  or  reading.  Each  one 
of  the  four  ground  floor  bays  will 
provide  space  for  two  carrel  tables  or 
desks.  There  are  various  types,  but 
all  have  one  feature  in  common,  a 
high  back  which  provides  privacy  and 
sometimes  forms  one  side  of  the  car- 
rel itself.  The  tables  will  be  placed 
back  to  back  and  will  provide  places 
for  eight  students  or  faculty. 

Another  outstanding  feature  is  the 


reserve  book  stack  to  be  located  in 
back  of  the  circulation  desk.  Text- 
books must  always  be  supplemented 
by  required  outside  reading.  Since  it 
is  impossible  to  provide  a copy  for 
every  student,  it  is  imperative  that 
these  books  be  on  reserve  and  under 
close  supervision.  We  hope  to  have 
a Reserve  Book  Fund  to  provide  extra 
copies  for  even  more  efficient  work. 

In  the  new  library  there  is  to  be  a 
workroom  for  processing  new  books 
and  repairing  old  ones.  When  the 
books  are  ready  for  the  shelves,  they 
will  be  transferred  (we  hope  to  have 
book  trucks  for  this)  to  the  booklift 
which  will  carry  them  to  the  first  or 
second  floor. 

With  work  tables  no  longer  needed 
in  the  office,  there  will  be  space  for 
two  desks,  a typewriter  table,  and  new, 
steel,  vertical  files,  all  necessary 
equipment  for  the  efficient  administra- 
tion of  any  library  and,  of  more  spe- 
cific importance  to  us,  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  new  Pine  Manor 
Alumnae  Library.

Out  of  this  came 
the  idea  for  the  library  — even  at  this  time,  an  obvious  need. 
To  keep  our  idea  secret,  we  gave  it  the  name  of  the  Old 
Gray  Mare.  Donations  w-ere  made  anonymously  throughout 
the  year.  At  Class  Day  we  announced  our  big  plan  and  the 
gift  of  $1067.  (This  was  increased  in  the  following  months 
by  friends  and  families  to  $1837.)  Even  by  our  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  the  building  ($50,000),  the  goal  seemed  a 
lifetime  away.  To  have  it  realized  within  fifteen  years  is 
quite  breathtaking." 

Then  my  class  of  ’4l  came  along,  and  Lucy  Keeler  Stan- 
ton, our  president,  adds  our  history  to  this:  "We  felt  great 
admiration  and  respect  for  the  class  of  ’40,  and  when  it  came 
our  turn  to  decide  upon  a gift  to  the  College,  we  felt  that  we 
could  do  no  better  than  to  follow  in  their  footsteps  and  add 
to  the  Library  Fund  that  they  had  so  inspirationally  begun. 
In  these  years  of  charity  balls,  fund  drives,  and  cake  sales, 

I can  t imagine  that  we  didn't  realize  some  money  from  some 
such  schemes.  The  only  thing  we  did  was  to  dig  deep  into 
our  pockets,  to  the  advantage  of  our  ever  increasing  funds, 
and  the  horror  of  Seiler’s  and  the  Doughnut  Shop.  When 
June  finally  came,  our  class  pot  had  built  up  to  $1000,  which 
we  gladly  gave  to  the  College  in  hopes  that  subsequent  classes 
would  make  this  a traditional  gift.” 

The  following  classes  added  strength  and  money  to  the 
project.  The  class  of  ’42  swelled  the  Old  Gray  Mare 
to  $3466;  and  the  efforts  of  '43  and  '44  added  up  to  the 
grand  sum  of  $5812.56.  The  war  was  with  us  in  reality 
then,  and  the  graduating  classes  gave  their  money  towards 
the  war  effort  in  the  many  ways  in  which  it  was  needed. 

In  1948,  we  were  back  on  a more  even  keel,  and  this  class 
took  over  a huge  job  of  sending  hand-written  letters  to  all 
the  alumnae.  This  was  a back-breaking  task,  as  each  senior 
had  about  35  alumnae  to  write.  As  Judy  Marshall,  '48  class 
president,  says,  And  did  we  have  writers’  cramps.  . !” 

She  continues,  "At  graduation  in  June,  the  class  proudly 
announced  the  grand  total  of  the  alumnae  donations  and  our 
own  to  be  over  $7000.  Each  of  us  had  a wonderful  feeling 
of  happiness  that  she  had  helped,  in  a small  way,  to  start  the 
future  library  building." 

Now  that  the  alumnae  had  been  notified  that  all  their  past 
dreams  had  not  gone  in  vain,  the  class  of  ’49  sent  out  an 
excellent  form  letter  and  added  to  their  class  gift  another 
$3520.  The  class  of  ’50  added  $1000,  and  $1320  was  added 
voluntarily  by  alumnae. 

Classes  of  ’55  and  ’56  pledged  $8822  to  the  Library-Art 
Center  last  spring  and  are  hoping  to  reach  their  goal  of 
$10,000.  This  brings  the  grand  total  to  $27,989.56. 

We  feel  that  it  is  to  the  interest  of  everyone  to  know  how 
the  Library  Fund  was  started,  and  we  wish  to  bestow  a spe- 
cial accolade  of  thanks  on  the  class  of  ’40  for  starting  a proj- 
ect which  will  help  to  keep  Pine  Manor  in  the  front  rank  of 
junior  colleges  in  the  nation.  Never  before  has  the  need  for 
college  trained  women  been  so  acute  as  a method  of  keeping 
communities  vitally  alive  to  the  ever-increasing  pressures 
brought  to  bear  on  the  individual.

Winter,  1956 
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Help  Reduce  the  Teacher  Shortage 

A message  to  college  alumnae  from  Mrs. 
Alice  K.  Leopold,  Assistant  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  Labor  for  Women’s  Affairs,  pre- 
pared at  the  request  of  the  American 
Alumni  Council. 


All  of  you  have  read  and  heard  so 
much  about  the  national  teacher 
shortage  that  you  may  feel  you  want 
to  hear  no  more  unless  you  can  do 
something  about  it.  I should  like  to 
outline  briefly  what  you,  as  a college 
graduate,  can  do  by  participating  in 
an  action  program  recommended  by 
the  Committee  on  New  Teachers  for 
the  Nation’s  Classrooms.  The  pro- 
gram resulted  from  a joint  conference 
of  educators  and  citizens  called  by  the 
Office  of  Education  and  the  Women’s 
Bureau  of  the  Department  of  Labor 
a year  ago. 

The  idea  is  simple:  to  recruit  and 
give  special  intensive  training  for 
teaching  to  college  graduates,  possibly 
including  you,  if  you  are  personally 
qualified  for  teaching,  if  you  live  in 
a community  where  there  is  a shortage 
or  will  be  one,  and  if  you  are  available 
for  employment,  perhaps  because  your 
own  children  are  in  school. 

Yet  for  this  program  to  succeed, 
community  action  will  be  needed  in 
the  many  localities  where  there  is 
shortage.  Action  will  be  required: 

1.  On  the  part  of  the  local  school 
authorities,  to  estimate  the  size  and 
nature  of  the  local  shortage  now  and 
for  the  next  few  years  and  to  assess 
the  supply  of  qualified  teachers  that 
will  be  available  from  the  usual 
sources  — the  young  men  and  women 
graduating  from  teachers  colleges  and 
schools  of  education.  We  know  that 
this  supply  will  not  be  adequate  in 
most  communities  because  our  new 
young  teachers  for  the  next  five  years 
must  be  drawn  from  those  who  were 
born  some  18  to  23  years  ago  when 
the  birthrate  was  very  low.  The  chil- 
dren needing  teachers,  on  the  other 
hand,  have  been  born  since  World 
War  II,  during  a period  of  high 
birthrate.  Do  you  know  what  the  out- 
look for  your  community  is?  How 
many  children  will  need  teaching? 
How  many  teachers  from  the  usual 
sources  will  be  available  to  teach  them? 

2.  On  the  part  of  local  teacher 
training  institutions,  to  work  out  in- 
tensive training  programs  that  prepare 
you  and  your  fellow  college  alumnae 
for  the  standard  state  certificate  for 
teaching  by  completing  study  and 
supervised  teaching  requirements.  Do 
you  know  if  anything  is  being  done 
along  these  lines  in  your  community, 


as  it  is  being  done,  for  instance,  in 
Detroit,  San  Diego  and  a number  of 
communities  in  Connecticut? 

3.  On  the  part  of  college  graduates 
not  now  working  hut  available  for 
work,  have  you  checked  to  see  if 
teachers  are  needed  locally?  To  learn 
what  teaching  today  is  like?  To  see 
if  you  have  the  basic  qualifications  for 
making  a successful  teacher  and  if  you 
can  complete  the  training  for  teach- 
ing on  a standard  certificate? 

4.  On  the  part  of  teachers  already 
at  work,  whose  only  hope  to  relieve 
the  increased  pressure  on  them  is  to 
help  recruit  and  train  other  college 
women  who  would  make  successful 
teachers.  Those  of  you  who  are  teach- 
ers can  inform  others  about  your  work, 
and  offer  to  take  on  supervisory  re- 
sponsibilities in  training  new  teachers 
in  cooperation  with  local  school  au- 
thorities and  teacher  training  institu- 
tions. 

If  you  want  to  know  more  about 
the  idea  and  the  program,  I shall  be 
glad  to  send  you  a leaflet  entitled 
"New  Teachers  for  the  Nation's  Chil- 
dren.” It  was  published  by  the  Wom- 
en’s Bureau  of  the  Department  of 
Labor  (Washington  25,  D.C.)  in 
cooperation  with  the  Office  of  Educa- 
tion. 

Meanwhile,  if  you  find  your  com- 
munity does  have  a successful  program 
along  these  lines,  let  us  know.  We 
should  like  to  share  the  information 
with  other  women  college  graduates 
interested  in  doing  their  share  to  re- 
lieve the  teacher  shortage,  one  of  the 
critical  hazards  to  our  nation’s  future.

It  is  essential  that  our  secondary  schools  and  colleges 
give  outstanding  courses  and  opportunities  for  research  in  the  fields 
of  literature,  drama,  and  art,  so  that  children  will  have  an  appre- 
ciation for  the  best  in  these  fields.  How  can  Pine  Manor  or  any 
other  college  give  this  adequately  unless  they  have  an  up-to-date 
reference  Library-Art  Center?” 
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While  great  building  plans  have  developed  on  campus, 
the  Service  League  has  lent  its  hand  to  numerous  or- 
ganizations throughout  the  world. 

One  of  the  newest  and  most  exciting  things  that  is  being 
done  is  the  recording,  by  members  of  this  all-college  organi- 
zation, of  a complete  two-volume  history  book  for  a blind 
student,  Virgil  A.  Cooke,  at  Roanoke  College  in  Virginia. 
Mr.  Cooke  is  an  honor  graduate  of  the  Virginia  School  for 
the  Deaf  and  Blind.  He  is  20  years  old  and  is  a freshman  at 
Roanoke.  The  National  Braille  Press,  Inc.,  a charitable  organ- 
ization, lent  a sound  scriber  for  this  work,  and  it  is  progressing 
rapidly  over  the  year. 

The  Service  League,  interreligious  and  interracial  in  the 
scope  of  its  sympathies  and  projects,  is  aware  of  its  responsi- 
bilities to  an  ever-increasing  need  for  help  in  educational 
fields  and  for  the  betterment  of  daily  living.  Last  year  the 
League  raised  nearly  $3,000  for  these  purposes. 

Philanthropic  agencies  through  which  the  Service  League 
works  include  Anatolia  College,  Thessalonika,  Greece;  UNI- 
CEF; World  University  Service;  Lady  Doak  College,  Madras, 
India;  the  American  Women’s  Hospitals;  the  United  Negro 
College  Fund;  and  CARE.  Last  year  nearly  $3,000  was  raised 
by  the  League. 

You  have  all  seen  or  heard  of  Hei  Ran  Kim,  ’55,  Pine 
Manor’s  first  Korean  postwar  student.  Ever  since  Thanks- 
giving of  Hei  Ran’s  freshman  year,  the  Service  League  has 
sent  monthly  food  packages  to  Mrs.  Kim  and  the  four  younger 
brothers  and  sisters.  Hei  Ran  is  now  a junior  at  Wells  Col- 
lege. 

Many  years  ago  Anatolia  College  was  one  of  the  chief 
recipients  of  Service  League  work.  Through  the  years,  this 
project  has  gone  on,  and  every  year  at  Anatolia  a special  day, 
Nov.  28,  known  as  Pine  Manor  Day,  is  devoted  to  remember- 
ing their  good  friends  at  Pine  Manor. 

Anatolia  is  a coeducational  college  which  prepares  students 
to  return  to  their  communities  in  order  to  improve  living  and 
economic  conditions  in  Greece  through  their  college  training. 

Present  faculty  advisors  to  the  League  are  Miss  Dorothy 
Mayo  Harvey  and  Mrs.  Earl  Scovell.
